INVESTMENT 
PACKAGES 
OF 

RARE COINS 


We are often asked for our recom- 
mendations as to which coins we feel 
offer the best possible investment po- 
tential. Unfortunately, it is impossible 
for us to give a specific answer to such a 
general question. So many factors 
concerning the individual situation of 
the investor, himself, must enter into 
the answer. 


THE INDIVIDUAL INVESTOR: 


The coins you should hold, depend on 
quite a few factors. The most important 
is the amount of time you can hold your 
investment. For example, many coins 
which offer excellent long-term (say 
10-12 years) potential, offer no real pos- 
sibilities at all to those wishing to keep 
their investments for only 3 or 4 years. In 
many cases, an investor is willing to 
sacrifice some of his probable percent- 
age gain for greater liquidity. (Especially 
if he is not sure WHEW he will wish to 
dispose of his investments.) Some in- 
vestors are interested in highly specu- 
lative items (such as bullion gold, BU 
rolls, etc.) that offer quick profits (or 
quick losses) and put them completely 
at the mercy of various uncontrollable 
market factors. Others prefer investing 
(usually over a long period of time) in 
rare items such as choice colonials, rare 
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gold, choice type material, and rare date 
silver and copper coins. As far as | 
know, any collector or investor that has 
bought such items from a reputable, 
established dealer, and held them for a 
minimum of 5-10 years, has always been 
able to sell his holdings at a substantial 
profit. 


THE COIN MARKET IN GENERAL: 


Prospects for the future of the rare 
coin market in general look excellent. 
Coins always seem to perform the best 
in times of inflation, and the current 
shortages of raw goods indicate the 
coming of an inflationary trend. In the 
past year, the stock market has not only 
failed to keep up with inflation, but has 
actually lost money for many of its in- 
vestors. Conversely, gold has_ better 
than doubled in price, silver has risen 
dramatically in value, and rare U.S. 
coins in general have approximately 
tripled in value. We foresee the continu- 
ation of this trend for quite some time. 

Also there are certain areas of 
numismatics (rare coins) where many 
items have not been keeping pace, 
pricewise, with the rest of the coin mar- 
ket and with the increase in demand, 
they must thus be considered under- 
priced. 


WHAT YOU CAN DO: 


We are strongly recommending the 
purchase of selected rare coins for in- 
vestment, to be held for 3-5 years or 
longer. In average times, investments in 
properly selected U.S. coins can gen- 
erally be expected to double in value 
every 5 years. In times such as these, 
the increase may be far greater. We try 
to offer our clients the type of coins that 
we feel will appreciate well over the long 
run — coins whose value is based on 
true rarity and condition, rather than 
merely highly speculative intrinsic con- 
tent. 


We also recommend certain series as 
investments for specific periods of time. 
(For example: we are recommending the 
purchase of choice U.S. colonials to be 
held until 1976 — as we feel that the bi- 
centennial will spark a great deal of in- 
terest in this particular field of numis- 
matics. We also consider rare date gold 
coins to be the best general 5-7 year in- 
vestment item.) However, there are al- 
ways going to be specific items within 
these series that we feel are better buys 
than others.
